acres of peanuts planted in Coffee 
County. The average yield per acre 
was 2582 pounds. 

Timing for planting peanuts is 
very important. The recommended 
planting dates are April 20 to May 
20 here in Coffee County. However, 
the best time to plant is when the soil 
temperature is at Icast 65 degrees 
Fahrenheit at four inches deep for 
four consecutive days and as long as 
there is also proper moisture in the 
soil and no forecast of cool, damp 
weather for the near future. In 1991 
by April 8 the soil temperature had 
been above 65 degrees for four con- 
secutive days. In 1992 that precise 
condition was met on April 13. It 
looks like that condition will be met 
a little later this year. As of April 14, 
the soil temperature at night is still 
below 65 degrees Fahrenheit. ~ 

In talking with Jim Bostick with 
the Alabama Crop Improvement As- 
sociation, he tells me that our peanut 
seed quality this year is some of the 
best he has ever seen. This will help 
tremendously in getling up a good 
stand of peanuts.

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City council makes appointments to school board and airport authority

The Elba City Council made three 
board appointments Monday eve- 
ning and all were made with unan- 
imous consent, 

Bob Roberson was reappointed to 
a second term on the Elba school 
board. He is presently serving as 
chairman of that board, Mayor Ricky 
Haywood told the council that Ro- 
berson had agreed to accept a second 
term. 

Also appointed to the school 
board was A. R. Williams. He was 
named to the unexpired term of Shir- 
ley Belcher, who submitted her res- 
ignation last week. 

Mike McGuire was named to the 
Airport Authority to fill the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Joe 
Clark. 

The only discussion these board 
appointments created was discussion 
of a proposal by Council member 
Earl McCollough. He suggested the 
school board be appointed by dis- 
trict, with one member from each of 
the five districts, 


Haywood and the other council 
members agreed it was a good sug- 
gestion, Council member Bill Brun- 
son seemed to speak for the group 
when he said that in reality all 
boards should reflect the com- 
munity. However Haywood stressed 
the need to keep an experienced 
board member (Roberson) at this 
crucial time. The council members 
echoed this fecling and promised to 
consider McCollough’s proposal in 
the future. 

A six month review of the fi- 
nancial condition of the city was pre- 
sented to the council by Haywood. 
This report showed sales tax for the 
period is higher than expected, also 
the $123,608 received from South- 
East Alabama Gas District is up 
$15,000 over the past year. 

The budget report shows salaries 
are up in several departments, most 
noticeable in the street department 
and police department. 

Recreation expenses are higher 
than budgeted. This was due to the 
cost of replacement and additional 
uniforms. Council members were 
told the youth recreation program 


has the highest number of par- 
ticipants in the department's history. 
There are between 700 and 800 
youths in organized programs. 

Haywood pointed out to council 
members that expenses such as in- 
surance was now paid for the full 
year and this expense would be less 
than predicted for the year, 

McCollough urged all council 
members to visit Hawkins-Williams 
Park and see how many youths were 
involved with the various programs. 
He also noted the need for additional 
ball fields for area citizens to use. He 
said practice times are hard to sched- 
ule because of the greater participa- 
tion. 

He said, “We need to provide the 
necessary facilities to encourage 
these youngsters. It is far better to 
have them playing ball than out on 
the streets getting into trouble or get- 
ting hurt or killed in a car wreck,” 

At the request of council member 
Ronnie Jinright, the council changed 
an operating procedure adopted at 
their first meeting in October. Now a 
subject may be added to the agenda 
during a council meeting by a major-

A plank in county’s history donated 


Coffee County was created on 
December 29, 1841 from the western 
portion of Dale County. 

On January 23, 1845, the legisla- 
ture appointed commissioners to se- 
lect forty acres of land within one 
mile of the center of Coffee County 
for a permanent site of justice. 

A courthouse and jail were com- 
pleted in 1846 at Wellborn. 

The first county seat of Coffee 
County was named Wellborn after 
General William Wellborn who was 
one of the commanders in the Creek 
Indian War of 1836-37. 

The courthouse at Wellborn was 
destroyed by fire in March 1851. 
There was much opposition to re- 
building the courthouse. 

On the first Monday of August 
1852, an election was held to deter- 
mine the permanent location of the 
courthouse. Elba and Indigo Head 
(Clintonville) were the two towns 
considered. 

Elba received 491 votes and Indi- 
go Head received 433 votes. The 
courthouse was constructed at Elba 
and the Wellborn Courthouse was 
abandoned. 

James Monroe Somerset and his 
wife, Mary Edna, of Pike County 
filed a claim for homestead land in 
Coffee County. They received the 
claim located in Beat 14 in the Brad- 
shaw Community. The Bradshaw 
School was located in front of the 
present Mt. Gilead Baptist Church, 

The Somersets built a single-pen 
log house on the homestead. The 
house had a cypress shingle roof and 
A dirt floor which were both custo- 
mary for that period of time. 

Mr. Somerset later decided to put 
a floor in the cabin. He bought some 
of the lumber in the Coffee County 
Courthouse in nearby Wellborn. 

Edgar (Ed) Somerset and his 
wife, Ladie, operated a country store

in the Bradshaw Community, known 
as the Somerset-Farrow General 
Store. His brother-in-law, Ricky Far- 
row, shared in the ownership of the 
store. 

The store operated from the early 
1890's until the late 1920's. Also lo- 
cated in the store was the local U.S. 
Post Office known as Ladie, Ala- 
bama, named in honor of Ladie 
Smerset. The location of the store 
and Post Office was near the Henry 
Johnson homesite, later known as 
the David Davis homesite. 

Edgar and Ladie Somerset lived 
on the homestead and reared their 
two sons and three daughters. The 


daughters: Lottie marricd George 
Wise, Lena marricd Eugene G. 
Snow, and Edna married Walter Lee 
Young. The sons: Sterling married 
Joyce Flanagan and Emory married 
Nell Harrell. 

About 1925, Edgar and Ladie 
Somerset built a new home. The log 
house was used as a tenant house on 
the farm, It was later tom down 
about 1970, 

The flooring from the old log cab- 
in was stored in a barn, This is the 
lumber salvaged from the first Cof- 
fee County Courthouse at Wellborn, 
The donated plank is one of these 
pieces of preserved flooring,

Remembering 


With Jake 


I have known of W. B. Perdue all 


of my life. I knew his son, Dana Per- 
due and his wife, Frances. She 


taught me "Expression" in grammar 
school. Today, I think it would be 
called "Speech", I knew their chil- 
dren, Frank Dana and his brother, 
Billy. Dana kept a rowboat tied up 
on Pea River, back of his house, on 
Plant Avenue in New Town, We 
roamed up and down the river during 
our early years. 

W. B. Perdue was one of the 
giants of Elba’s early history, He was 
born in November of 1858 and died 
in December of 1934, He is buried in 
Elba Evergreen Cemetery. He came 
to Elba from Crenshaw County. He 
lived on Plant Avenue in a large 
house with the most Victorian wood 
work on it of any home in Elba. 
Back of his home, and extending on 
down the river, he had a Wood Plan- 
er Mill, a dry kiln, and a woodwork- 
ing or cabinet shop. Down further, 
and across what is now the canal, 
dug through there after the flood of 
1929, was Elba's only Brick Mill 
with its kiln to harden the brick. All 
of his equipment was powered by 
steam. 

He had his own Brick Mill Quar- 
ters with 8 or 10 houses. I'm listing 
some of the families that lived there. 
Ernest Lane was there when his 
daughter, Gladys Lane Mincy was 
born on July 26, 1900. At one time 
or the other the following lived 
there: Pete Simmons, John Blue, 
Laymon Thigpen, Georganne Harp- 
er, Roland Marshal, Mollie Medley, 
Anna Jones, Lucy Brooks and her 
daughter, Fannic, Bill and Rosie 
Hammonds, Sam and Mae Mag- 
wood, I want to thank Annie Pearl 
Harper and Gladys Lane Mincy for 
helping with this part. 

It is difficult to know of all the 
many buildings he constructed. I be- 
lieve he built the Judge S. N. Rowe 
home, across from the City Hall. I 
know he built the first Black school- 
house and Bethel AME Church. 
These buildings were off the Troy 
road, across from the present Church 
of Christ. A small dirt lane turned 
off to the right through trees a short 
distance to a two story wooden 
building on the Ieft. This was the 
school. Black Masonic meetings 
were held upstairs. The Bethel AME 
Church across the clearing was 
where the funeral of Elba's first 
Black funeral director, W. A. Felton, 
was held. The entire Bonneau family 
attended the services and sat with the 
Felton family. Bonneau-Jeter Funer- 
al Home handled the funeral, and 
Comer Devane directed it. 

Mr. W. B. Perdue built the two 
story brick building that I started 
school in, I have learned that many 
of the older citizens of Elba graduat- 
ed from school there, in the upstairs 
auditorium. He built the Methodist 
Church that stands on the corner of 

W. Davis and Claxton Avenue. This 
church has a corner stone that reads 
as follows: 

M. E, Church South 
Oct, 16, 1909 
Matthews and Clark 
Architects 
Building Committee 
W. B. Perdue 
M. J. Lee 
I, T. Law 

In my opinion this is still the most 
beautiful church in Elba, 

Mr. Perdue built many of the 
buildings around the Courthouse 
Square, Of course, it stands to reason 
that if he had his own planer mill, 
his own cabinet shop and his own 
brick mill that he would use his own 
materials in his contruction work, 

In 1913, the Baptists decided to 
build a church on the corner of Sim- 
mons and Polka. I feel that in a 
friendly, Christian way, they wanted 
to do a little better than the Metho- 
dists, so they engaged W. B. Perdue 
to build their new church. He did a 
wonderful job. 

The entrance was from both 
streets, Steps went around both sides 
up about 6 feet, Double doors, on 
each side, entered into a vestibule 
with a white marble floor, It was 
large enough for a casket to lie in 
state for viewing, The spire, with its 
bell tower, rose above this, The pull 
rope for the bell hung in there, Dou- 
ble doors entered into the sanctuary, 
You, therefore, entered the corner of 
the church, Directly in front as you 
entered, the pulpit was down the 
center aisle straight ahead, 

The floors were concave until 
they reached near the front and flat- 
tened out, The benches, or pews, 
were made to the contour of the 
floor, This made it so that there was 
not really a bad seat in the church, 

The sanctuary had stained glass 
windows with reds, blues, and 
‘oranges. The Sunday Schoo! Dept., 
which I will describe shortly, had 
earth colors. Primarily tans, yellow 
ocher, etc, 


The sanctuary had cathedral ceil- 
ings that went so high that in the 
apex, facing Davis Street, was the

These were about 8 or 10 feet wide, 
and several of them, When you had 
an overflow crowd at church, they 
were raised to accommodate the 


crowd, 

There was a single door entrance 
going into the Sunday School Dept., 
down Simmons Street. There was 
also a single door entrance going 
into the Pastor's Study on Polka 
Street. To me, it was a beautiful 
building with superb craftsmanship 
and the work of artisans. 

In 1949, the powers to be in the 
Baptist Church decided we needed a 
new church, This church was only 
36 years old. The most revered and 
gorgeous churches and cathedrals in 
Europe are 800 to 1,000 years old, I 
thank the good Lord that I was in- 
bred with a sense of history and acs- 
thetics, 

I was baptized in that church just 
short of my 10th birthday in late 
1929. Bro, B. S. Franklin was pastor. 
My father, John Moorer Bonneau, 
died March 11, 1942 and was a dea- 
con in that church at the time of his 
death, His funeral was held there, 

I was only 29 years old in 1949, 
but was President of Bonneau-Jeter 
Hardware Co. I offered to sell, at 
cost, the building material for the 
new church that I did not approve of 
at all, but the men in charge were old 
enough to be my father. I felt that it 
would be disrespectful to disagree. 
By necessity, I had to meet with 
them often. On one occasion, they 
were talking about what kind of win- 
dows to use in the new church, | 
said, "You have beautiful stained 
glass windows." They replied that 
they were no good, The frames were 
rotting, and the lead was sagging. I 
said to give me a little time to sce 
what could be done. I found a com- 
pany in Atlanta, Georgia that could 
remake them. I told the church build- 
ers, | belicve it was Hollman from 
Ozark, where to send the crated win- 
dows. They came back in probably 
better shape than new. I am sorry to 
say that I did not save the ones in the 
Sunday School Dept. They were 
placed in the old pastorium, built 
when S. O. Y. Ray was pastor in 
1901, That was on the corner of 
Claxton and Buford, when the Pig- 
gly Wiggly bought that property. 
Jack R. Brunson bought the old pas- 
torium and moved it for rental prop- 
erly. His wife, Edna, received 
enough of the pieces to have a small 
accentwindow made for her home, 

Many Sundays, as I have sat in 
church with the sun shining through 
those beautiful windows, I have 
thought, "Well, you have done at 
least one thing that you can take 
pride in doing." ; 

W. B. Perdue retired in 1924, Bil- 
ly Ward, through a lease arrange- 
ment, ran the planer mill, dry kilm, 
and other wood works.
